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The office of the BdS Is of ever-increasing iaportance. Ho is 
directly responsible for the political security of the country, and his

aetivities nay Include apything from counter-espionage to actual confliot 
with guerillas. He has the responsibility for the detection and axrest 
of enemy agents, for the penetration of underground organization. 



In the hlaraehy of the RSHA, the BdO is Junior to the BdS. His 
work usually consists of supervising for Genaan interests the activities 
of the national police force of the occupied country. 
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Under the BdS is a headquarters office, which contains ABTEILUNGEN 
corresponding to the first six AMTER in Berlin. 
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In Qeraaqf Itself^ Geatapo, Kripo, and SP, although onder a 
eoaunon headquartera, rasaln alaost entlral 7 aeparata. Abroad, th^ are 
auch Rore eloaely merged. However, while AMT VI olfloers are aabordlnate 
to the BdS and hla auperlor, the H SSu.Pf., nevertheless, they frequently 
report to Berlin and receive their orders from Berlin. In many ways, the 
work of AUT VI officials is kept quite separate from that of other RSHA 
personnel. The AMT VI official is political advisor to the lillltary gov- 
ernor and the Geman civil adadnistrator. Re is responsible for aeeisg 
that the administration of the country follows Party doetrine. He ie 
also HlaniLer's local epy. 

In a neutral country, the senior representative of the RSHA, whose 
position corresponds to that of the BdS in an occupied territory. Is the 
police attache of the German Kmbassy. There ie in each neutral country 
a complete SD Stelle, whose functions include political surveyance of 
local German institutions, local police, political fifth- 

column activities, political espionage, and C£ work directed, against 
other inteUigeiiee service operating in the area. 

Briefly, the functions of the six AMTS are thought to be as follows <

Tbs EIllSATZXOiSaLAHDOS, composed 
of about sixty men, may fora part of larger EINSATZGRUPPIN, under the con- 
trol of the BdS. 

!D)e departmental divisions of the RSHA are in the main observed in 
the DIENSTELLEN or in the KINSATZSOMMNDOS, and the ABTEILUKGEH are rep- 
resented in the EINSATZKGMNA®OS for executive action, although the dls- 
tinotlen is often blurred.

In zones of xoilitary action, the RSHA attaches units to a ficLld 
army, but they are not in any way subordinate to the OKW, or are they 
priaaurlly concerned with ojjerational information. Ihe units are attached 
to ensure the security of conquered territory, to obtain political and 
economic information, and to direct political subversion. Their liaison 
is with the appropriate l,c official, but control proceeds from RSHA 
headquarters in Berlin and they are not at the service of the military 
formation to which they are attached, 





TIiiB field orgatiisatlon Is nodifled to apeofaodAte'oondltlons of 
adYanoe and rett^t. ISurlng an adYanoe (or posslbl/ whett ailltary «tpor~ 
ations are static) ^ the RSHA is organised into EIKSATZCRUPPEN ccumianded 
by an SS BaiaADEPUEHRER or OBSRFOIHRER, whose position is slntlar to 
that of a BdS* ■ Each GKOPPE is divided into a nusiber of EXNSATZKCSaiAKDOS, 
which, in tarn, are divided into TEILKOiffitAMDOS. 

The functions of the EIBSATZGRUPPEl^ are concerned only with security 
as interpreted by the RSHA. They round up Jews, Coonuaiets, enesgy offi- 
cials in newly occupied areas. They investigate political espionage, are 
responsible for Interrogation, etc. of civilians, and are active against 
partisans. 

Offensive espionage and political subversion, the wptic of ART VI, 
is often kept apart from the activities of an EIKSATZGRUPPE. These 
activities of AMT VI are carried out by SOKDERKOMUAHDOS of two types: 

(1) HAUPTKQMMAHDOS, attached to army groupe, and 

(2) AUSSEHKCKIMAHDOS, attached to lower formations. 

These-lliGliBdAHDOS are linked to GJIUPPEH and are theoretically reeponeible 

to each comatanding officer, but are actually almost completely Independent. 

During a retreat, this organisation is adapted to the needs of a 
field arny. The BdS becomes advisor to the coiamanding chief of the army, 
instead of to the military governor or civil administrator. The KdS in 
charge of district or region continues his normal functions, except that 
his KINSATZKOMMANDO may be attached to a military formation. 



In retreat, the functions of 50f®EKK0!i?KM'IP0S also change. Political 
subversion is no longer eiti^^s^:^?^ pr practical, and therefore, the 
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SONDERKOiaiANDOS ore us«d for straightforward military intelllgeaoe, that 
ie to say, the work of Abwehr I, 

AMT 71 has also taken over considerable sabotage mork. Smch opera- 
tions are directed from the office of the BdS, rather than an EINSAT2- 
KOMMAMDO in th* field.

Theerolution of the RSBA in Italy is illastrative of most phaaos of 
RSBA activities outside of Germany itself. Prior to the Italian armistiee, 
Italy was a German ally, and therefore, 8asi Party espionage in that coun- 
try had to funotlon under diplomatic cover however obvious the cover may 
have been. 

At that time, the only SD office in Italy was in Rome, under Qber- 
etur«baoofu ehrer^%APFLRR^ who was police attache at the German Embassy. 
KAPPLER’ s position was thus similar to that of the BdS in an occupied 
territory. „ > 

The AKT VI man attached to the Embassy im^N pR. EDGEHIO^OLLKAHM, 
who at that time had the rank of Major, but has since been promoted to 
Standartenfuehrer, or full Colonel. As is usual with most AMT VI men, 
the work of DR. DOLLMANR was kept almost completely separate from the 
rest of the work under KAPPLER.

Today, Italy ie a zone of attire ailitary operations. The Gemans 
armies are retreating through areas that contain hostile population. 
Therefore, security behind their linee, and post-occupational networks 
in areas to be evacuated are of erer-incjreasing io^ortance. 

There are indications that., in the late spring or susmier, Italy was 
divided into security districts (SICHERUNGSGEBIET) which may correspond 
to certain military zones, in the same manner in which security is con- 
trolled in each »1?HR£REI5 within Germany. Thus, instead of having one 
H SSu.Pf. in Italy, as is usual in coost occupied countries, there seems 
to be at least four such positions in Italy-proper and one in Slovenia, 
~hich, for military purpuwBs, seems to have been considered as a part of 
Italy.
